Two Men Accidentally Injured 


While Hunting in Maine 


BINGHAM. Me., Nov. 10—A double 


shooting accident among jiunters oc- 
curred today near Indian pon'd, 35 miles 
north of here. ' Walter Dyer, aged .40, 
of Solon, was shot through tho'lungs 
and is in a very critical condition. It 
had not been possible to bring him out 
of the woods, up to early forenoon. John 
Tuscan of Solon was shot through the 
fleshy part of .the arm but the. wound 
was not considered serious. Both men 
were mistaken for deer and were mem- 
bers of a party' of .four from Solon 
who had divided into pairs. 


Tuscan arid Henry Notlage started 


out in one direction and Dyer and his 
son Ivan'vrentMrr another.--- After- mak- 
ing a wide detour the two parties ap- 
proached each*"other. It .was 
under- 


stood that Ivan Dyer seeing'a move- 
ment in the undergrowth, thought he 
saw a deer and fired, his-bullet reach- 
ing Tuscan. At about the same in- 
stant Nottage, who was near 
Tuscan, 


thought he, too, saw a deer, and fired. 
.The bullet from his rifle entered Walter 
Dyer's back and passed through 
the 


lungs.

I believe in be7 
ing progressive, but not radically so. 
There are some things which can be 
done by a straight business administra- 
tion, but business, isn't magic and not 
everything can be changed in a. min- 
ute or a month, or even a year. I 
think the citizens will readily see the 
sort of administration I aim at, and I 
have received many assurances that 
this is what they want." 
Mr. Dexter admitted that he has had 


much encouragement in entering the 
fight. He did not decide until he had 
quietly canvassed

Mr. Dexter feels that his past ser- 


vice in the city council, two years in

THE HAVERHILL 
CHARTER 


It is to be regretted that City Solicitor Nichols of Haverhill did not 


address a great mass meeting on the subject of charter reform instea.d 
of about 100 citizens invited to the board of trade rooms. His elucidation 
of the subject \vas refreshing. 
He convinced his hearers that, the Hnvcrbill 


charter provides an ideal method of conducting the city's business and one 
which .even in a short time has brought about a wonderful improvement in 
the financial standing of the city as well as in the manner in which street 
and other department work was done. 


The Haverhill charter has passed beyon'd the 
experimental stage, 


having been adopted by over a score of cities in the same or a slightly 
modified form and all have practically the same story to tell as the city of 
Haverhill. That should be sufficiently convincing to the citizens of Lowell. 


FALL 
RIVER'S 
HIGH 
DEATH 
RATE 


The city of Fall E-iver is credited by the census bureau of the United 


States with having the largest death rate of any city in the country except 
New Orleans. The death rate of Fall River as calculated by the census 
bureau is 19.1 and that of New Orleans 20.2. 
This is a rnther serious 


matter for the city of Fall River. The excessive mortality, it is clnimed, 
is largely due to the great number of deaths of infants 
and children 


during the early years of life. The proportion of deaths of infants under 
one year to the total deaths for Fall River is 29 per cent., and the propor- 
tion under five years of ago, is f>0 per cent. 


This state of affairs calls for immediate action on the part of (he city 


council of Fall River. We have no doubt whatever that the infant mortality 
can be reduced by a well directed war against tuberculosis. The death rnle 
of Lowell computed on the old population is 19.55 for 1909, but computed 
on the new population it is 17.74.

HAVERHILL 
CHARTER 


It is to be regretted that City Solicitor Nichols of Haverhill did not 


address a great mass meeting on the subject of charter reform instead 
of about 100 citizens invited to the board of trade rooms. His elucidation 
of the subject was refreshing. He convinced his hearers that the Haverhill 
charter provides an ideal method of conducting the city's business and one 
which even in a short time has brought about a wonderful improvement in 
the financial standing of the city as well as in the manner in which slreet 
and other department work was done. 


The Haverhill charter has passed beyond the experimental stage, 


having been adopted by over a score of cities in the same or a slightly 
modified form and all have practically the same story to tell as the city of 
Haverhill.

RATE 


The city of Fall River is credited by the census bureau of the United 


States with having the largest death rate of any city in the country except 
New Orleans. The death rate of Fall River as calculated by the census 
bureau is 19.1 and that of New Orleans 20.2. This if a rather serious 
matter for the city of Fall River. The excessive, mortality, it is claimed, 
is largely due to the great number of deaths of infants 
and 
children 


during the early years of life. The proportion of deaths of infants under 
one year to the total deaths for Full River is 29 per cent., and the propor- 
tion under five years of age is 50 per cent. 


This stale of affairs calls for immediate action on the pnrl of the city 


council of Fall River. We have no doubt whatever that the infant mortality 
can be reduced by a well directed war against tuberculosis. The death rate 
of Lowell computed on ilic old population is 19.55 for 1909, but computed 
en the new population it is 17.74. 
'

Mount McKioley 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Prof. Herschol 


C. Parker of Columbia university who 
recently returned, from his exploration 
of Mount McKlnley, today made public 
a: series of photographs taken near the 
Alaskan mountain which he claims is 
Indisputable evidence that. Dr.' Fred- 
erick A. Cook never reached the .top 
of the highest peak in America. 


Prof. Parker states that h« found| the 


mountain peak which Dr. Cook pho- 
tographed and called Mt. .McKlnley. the 
"top of the continent" and .In 'support 
of ^ils statement showed a photograph 
of a mountain peak taken by his expe- 
dition last summer and. pofhte^ out 
that a comparison of the two photo- 
graphs shows in detail Identical outlines 
of rock formation, proving that they 
are pictures of the same mountain. 


"The 
mountain 
which 
I ' photo- 


graphed," said Prof. Parker, "was twen- 


ty miles away, from Mount. MoKinley 
and 16,000 Jest-below Its summit. This 
la the same peak that 
Cook 
photo- 


graphed and called the "top o£ the 
continent." 


.Prof.' Parker 'corroborated tho con- 


fession made a year ago by.Edward 
Barrlll, guide of Dr. Cook that .they 
never reached the top of Mount McKln-

snow cornice it was impossible to pho- 
tograph the rock from the exact spot 
where Dr. Cook himself stood. 
These 


cornices are shaped according tp the 
•whims of the .winds' that blow and the- 
formation varies from year to year. It 
will also be noted that.there Is more 
snow in the photograph I took. This 
Is due to ths fact that I was there In 
July, while Dr. Cooks photograph was 
taken In September, 
. A considerable amount 
of 
snow 


would naturally melt away in two 
summer months. But you can readily 
see.that the photographs are of one 
arid the same rock and a very paltry 
rock ft Is at that I duplicated a num- 
ber of other photographs In Dr. Cook's 
book at totally different points from 
where the doctor says they were tak- 
en and these, with a detailed account 
of my expedition,'will be made public 
at a later date. But these photographs 
are of far less importance than that 
of the 'summit' itself. After getting 
all the material I' wanted 
in 
this 


neighborhood we pushed on 
twenty 


miles farther to the base of McKlnley 
and made numerous attempts to cross 
to the northeast ridge of the mountain.
